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Afghanistan threatens

Kabul now plans to make the break 
unless Pakistan reconsiders its 
recent decision to close Afghan con- 
sulates and trade offices in Pakistan 
by 6 September. The Afghans apparently 
regard the closure as tantamount to 50X1 
a blockade despite Pakistani assurances 
that transit facilities would be 
maintained. If the Pakistani decision 
is not rescinded and relations are 
broken, Afghan trade with non-bloc 
countries will be at least temporarily 
disrupted and some may be diverted 
to the Soviet transit route. Kabul 
may welcome any disruption in US aid 
shipments to Afghanistan— which 
transit Pakistan— hoping that this 
would bring US intervention in the 
dispute.
